The seniors, attired in the conven- 
tional caps and gowns, were seated 
at the front of the church. The edi- 
fice was filled to its greatest capaci- 
ity, and Dr. Hyde's ser>mon will leave 
a lasting impression on the minds of 
his hearers. 


Phillips-Exeter academy is the old- 


est educational institution 
incorpor 


ated by the legislature of New Hamp 
shire, Dartmouth having been, chart- 
ered by royal grant 
m 1769. The 


founder was Dr. John Phillips and 
on Jan. 7, 1782 he conveyed to the 
trustees a large amount of land in 
different parts of New Hampshire. In 
the conveyance hs embodied a series 
of regulations «hich he termed the 
constitution of the 
academy.

Dr. Phillips was about §30,000.

between 3,00t> and 4,OuO persons make 
the journey in safety. 


The eastern Alps account for fully 


half the accidents, the central Alps, in- 
cluding Switzerland, claiming 37 per 
cent and the western Alps the re- 
mainder. Germany and Austria have 
paid the heaviest toll in lives, 190 
deaths having occurred as the result 
of the expeditions; the Swiss come 
next with forty-eight; Italians follow 
•with twenty-three and England witii 
eighteen. Seven women are numbered 
among the victims, not a large number. 
considering how many women risk the 
climb nowadays. Over seventy guides 
and close upon twenty porters have 
sacrificed their lives in ministering to 
the pleasure of those who braved the 
perils of the mountains.

WILD ANIMALS. 


*%0 Dealers Get Moat of Their Lion* 


From .\ubiu. 


Dealers in wild animals get most o' 


their Jions from Xr.bia. There the na- 
tives search for a lioness with newborn 
cubs, kill the motbtr and bring up the 
young beasts on goats' milk. 
When 


they are wo men:: s old they art- taken 
to the coast on the backs of caim-h? and 
jhipjKHi lo Europe. Lions are also ob- 
tained frolu Abyssinia and Senegal. 
Formerly the Atlas uioumains furnish- 
ed the nnc-st lions, but the species now 
no longer exists except a few speci- 
mens in menageries. Adult Nubian 
lions are worth $1,000 apiece, while 
Senegal lions range in price from $500 
to $750. 


Tigers vary in price from $375 to ?!,- 


fiOO iipicee and more, according to the 
variety aud rarity of the animal. Si- 
berian tigers, for instance, sell at the 
Inlcer figure. They are large, beauti- 
fully striped creatures. In the winter 
they grow a Jong, woolly winter coat. 
Some full grown tigers are captured in 
pitfalls, but most specimens of these 
animals are caught while small cubs 
and raised on milk. 


The hippopotamus, the 
rhinoceros 


and the giraffe are diflicult to secure. 
It is practically impossible to capture 
a full grown beast of these species, nud 
the young ones are hard to rear. A 
baby hippopotamus will drink thirty 
piuts of milk a day and a baby rhi- 
noceros almost as much. Thus it re- 
quires the presence of a large herd of 
goats in the wilderness to supply milk 
for such creatures. A hippopotamus is 
worth from $2,500 to ?3,000, a rhinoc- 
pfoe slightly more, while giraffes sell at 
v^.200 or more, according to size, age 
and condition. 


Jamaica. Crocodiles. 


There are a good many crocodiles in 


the more distant reserves of Kingston 
harbor and at the mouths of the Ja- 
maica rivers, but they are exceedingly 
wary, and a most cautious approach is 
necessary if one wishes to get close 
enough for an effective shot. 


Jnst as the lion has his jackal and 


the shark his pilot fish so the crocodile 
is almost always accompanied by a 
small plover, which perches upon the 
scaly ridge of its back and is just vis- 
ible above the filthy water in which its 
big patron loves to wallow.

danger this tiny bird flutters into tlie 
air and utters a shrill cry to warn its 
"chum."

In your cnuoe and nurse your rifle for 
an hour without a chraice of a shot.

himself by a simple test. Take two 
dry bulb thermometers of exactly the 
same kind and hrnirr one of them where 
it will be exposed to the wind and the 
other where it will be sheltered—say, 
on two sides of the corner of the house 
—and after allowing them to hang' 
thus for a few minutes you will iiud 
that they register the same. Aud yet 
tlie person wlio stands near the ther- 
mometer that hangs in the wind will 
feel the cold more sensibly than the 
person who stands near the sheltered 
one. 


The wind is simply air in motion, 


and air in motion is 110 colder than the 
same air in a state of rest. 
We fe-1! 


colder in the wind simply because its 
blowing over us takes the beat away 
from the body by causing a more rap- 
id evaporation from the skin. There is 
no evaporation from tbe dry bulb of a 
thermometer, and therefore the wiucl 
does not affect it.

COLOMBIA AND THE CANAL 


TREATY. 


Confidential agents of our gOTern- 


ment have sent from Colombia impor- 
tant information concerning the polit- 
ical outlook in that country and the 
effect it is likely to have on the 
Panama canal treaty. These agents 
report that the sentiment in 
the 


states of Panama and Cauca, which 
occupy the isthmus of Panama, is al- 
most unanimous 
in faror 
of 
the 


treaty, but the opposition elsewhere 
is so strong that it is feared 
the 


treaty will he defeated. The opposi- 
tion to the treaty is not based on dis- 
approval of the construction 
of the 


canal by the United States, hut on 
the claim that more than $10,000,-000 
should be paid for the privilege of 
building it; and as our government 
is unwilling to increase the price set 
In the treaty, the agreement must in 
its present shape stand or fall. Presi- 
dent Marroquln and some of the Col. 
ombian ministers are anxious to have 
the treaty ratified, the money being 
particularly needed Just now when 
the country is prostrated as the re- 
sult of the long and devastating civil 
vrnr recently ended. The Colombian 


ounRVPSP ifi to meet in special session 
on June 20th to consider the treaty, 
so we shall not have to wait much 
longer to learn its fate.

tion sent to our government by the 
confidential agents is, that 
if 
the 


treaty is defeated the states of Pana- 
ma and Cauca will almost certainly 
secede, and endeavor to form an inde- 
pendent republic.
